Officer Coffey Assasinated 
at Empire. 



Slain While Searching the Woods for 




ter of Root. H. Cofley.of this city, who 
had been for nearly a year In charge of 
the force of guards stationed at Em- 
Ire. 

On Saturday morning as John H. 
Fields, one of the guards, was escort- 
log a number of miners to their work 
about 6 o'clock they saw a party of nine 
on a hill across the railroad 
from the mines about half a mile away.

This was tbe last seen 
of him until he was found dead four 
hours later. lie was nearly two miles 
from the mines when found, near the 
BayKss Parker. Soon after 
le guards beard three shots 
in that direction. AsCoffey's gun was 
lilitles 

are that the three shots were fired at 
him from ambush, as he rode through 
the woods. Ills body was found lying 
oo tbe right shoulder, the gun under 
Tbe horse was eating grass 
probably fifty yards away, 

The fatal shot 
from a rifle. It entered tbe left leg 
ery aod 
almost 

as large as a man's band on the Inside 
of his leg. As tbe horse was unhurt, 
Mr. Coffey bad probably dismounted 
en attacked.

The 
bandit did not falter for an instant 
when he found himself hemmed In, 
but whipped up the faithful steed and 
sent him in a mad dash over the tim- 
ber, buggy and all. Some of the poles 
ere a foot or two apart, but he did 
t mind tbis, his only thought being 
bush the horso along In the sensa- 
tional drive for liberly. Leaving the 
pole yard, he came to a fence. He 
ltel a moment and then tore 
down a section, driving through with- 
out stopping for au instant. The bug- 
gy turned over, but the next instant it 
was set aright, the horse was whipped 
jp and agaiu was sentacross the coun- 
ry at a gallop, stopping not for wire 
fences or other obstructions. Tbe 
: was tiring and to stay with him 
would mean arrest. Abandonment 
gave hope. So jumping from the bug- 
hichhad remained intact during 
the long, bazirdous drive, he started 
through a section of Shelby Park on 
foot.

The colored element of the party 
was ou the square by the time the 
polls were opened and their ballots 
were rapidly cast until they ba>! 
voted out. But few darkies, i 
any, failed to vote and every whiU 
Republican in the two Columbia 
precincts too* an active part iu 
polling the full strenth of the par- 
ty. 

By teu o'clock the Democratic 
candidates were convinced that the 
day was lost to them, and the par- 
ty workers became negligent, and 
from that time ou but little inter- 
est was manifested. 

This overwhelming defeat ib 
a surprise to many Democrats of 
the county. For weeks it has 
been conceeded that the Republi 
cans had a strong organization and 
and were working day and night 
to get out every vote in the county.

n counties 
of the Eleventh district poll 90 per 
cent, of their highest possible vote. 

In the thirteen counties of the First 
district a total vote of 42,728 was cast 
for the Democratic, Republican and 
scattering eandidates for the presi- 
dency. The Census Bureau gives the 
number of males twenty one years of 
age and over in the thirteen counties 
as 51,167. Or, in other words, the FirJt 
district polls KH per cent, of iu high- 
est possible vote.

Following is the present prices 
of farm products : Cotton, 8 ots. ; 
cotton seed, $16 per ton ; corn, 50c. 
bushel ; oats, 40c. ; hay, $10 per 
ton. Stock of all classes very 
high.

FRUITS AND FLOWERS. 

In planting the orchard care 
should be taken to allow each tree 
plenty of room. 

A layer of charcoal in the bot- 
tom of a llower bed is very benefi- 
cial in keeping the soil fresh. 

In plowing in the orchard al- 
ways turn the furrow toward the 
tree, and be careful not to injure 
fibrous roots. 

The life of an apple tree is of- 
ten shortened because it grows in 
a poor, exhausted soil or one not 
properly drained. 

When ill or ailing, handle the 
flowers little or wear gloves. Del 
icate pla-nts are sensitive to hu- 
man magnatism, good or bad. 

The roots of a strawberry often 
reach out five feet from the main 
stem, hence the plants should not 
be set too thickly. 

An appie cr cherry tree is much 
more valuable if it roots out low. 
Trim from the top, as this will 
cause the lower branches to grow 
out. 

Land that has been too rough 
for plowing may yet be sufficient- 
ly fertile to grow fruit trues and 
is better than laud that has been 
exhausted by cropping.
